Excerpts  from  letter  to  Rev.  I.  C.  G.  Campbell  by  Robert  L.  Clarke 

Your  articles  on  Islamic  coins  which  appear  from  time  to  time  in 
the  NI  BULLETIN  have  been  very  helpful  to  me  and  I have  intended  to 
drop  you  a line  in  appreciation  of  your  dedication  to  educating 
all  of  us  non-believers.  The  September  1976  issue  arrived  late  today. 

Only  this  morning  I was  shown  (offered)  a hoard  of  Mongol  coins,  all 
of  which  were  with  Kufic  legends,  and  I passed  them  up.  Perhaps 
had  I seen  the  table  on  page  305  of  this  issue  I would  have  been 
able  to  identify  some  of  them. 

Here  in  Iran,  where  I've  lived  for  six  years,  they  always  use  two 
calendars  simultaneously  with  the  A. II.  calendar  never  really  being 
abandoned,  except  for  business  dealings,  in  1925 * The  new  monarchic 
calendar  replaced  the  S.II.  calendar  hence  1355  became  2535  on  21 
March  1976.  The  months  remain  the  same.  Since  the  change  came  on 
such  short  notice,  most  things,  like  the  calendar  I am  now  using  on 
my  desk,  didn't  get  changed,  but  we  will  see  the  full  effect  this 
21  March  when  2536  rolls  around. 
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The  point  I am  trying  to  make  is  that  there  has  been  no  return  to 
the  lunar  calendar  in  Iran  since  it  has  been  in  use  continuously 
and  simultaneously  with  the  S.H.  calendar  from  1925  to  1976  and  with 
the  monarchic  calendar  since  21  March  1976.  Anyone  living  here  is 
well  aware  of  all  three  calendars.  Keep  up  the  good  work.

AUSTRALIA  TO  ISSUE  A 25TH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  ACCESSION  COMMEMORATIVE  COIN 

Information  submitted  by  W.  R.  Reeves,  N.S.W.,  Australia,  NI  #237 

Australian  Treasurer,  Mr.  Phillip  Lynch,  has  announced  that  the 
government  has  decided  to  issue  a special  50  cent  coin  in  1977  to 
commemorate  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  accession  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Elizabeth  II.  Mr.  Lynch  stated  that  the  silver  jubilee  com- 
memorative would  be  issued  in  time  for  the  Queen's  visit  to  Australia 
commencing  on  .March  7,  1977* 

The  piece  will  have  the  same  shape,  size,  weight  and  composition  as 
the  present  12-sided  50  cent  coin.  It  would  as  usual  include  the 
Queen's  effigy  on  the  obverse  side,  but  would  have  a special  design 
on  the  reverse  side.  The  special  design  was  being  prepared  by  the 
Australian  designer  Mr.  Stuart  Devlin  who  has  prepared  the  reverse 
designs  for  all  Australian  decimal  coins  to  date,  including  the 
Captain  Cook  coin. 

Mr.  Lynch  said  the  coin  would  be  struck  in  cupro-nickel  (75$  Copper, 
25$  Nickel)  as  is  used  for  all  Australian  white  decimal  coins.  The 
central  feature  of  the  reverse  would  be  wattle  blossom  symbol  of 
Australia  surrounded  by  twenty-five  overlapping  crowns,  and  the 
inscription  SILVER  JUBILEE  and  50  CENT. 

Australian  commemorative  coins  have  been  issued  on  five  previous 
occasions,  the  last  two  being  in  195*+  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit 
to  Australia  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  and 
in  1970  to  commemorate  the  bicentenary  of  James  Cook's  discovery  of 
the  east  coast  of  Australia. 

Mr.  Lynch  added  that  the  commemorative  coin  was  to  be  used  for  gener- 
al circulation  in  1977;  in  place  of  the  present  50  cent  coin  which 
has  the  commonwealth  coat-of-arms  on  the  reverse. 

Minting  of  the  50-cent  coins  with  the  present  design  would  be  resumed 
in  1978. 

In  addition,  provisiion  has  been  made  for  the  preparation  of  special 
sets  of  the  six  coins  that  would  be  current  in  1977 j these  could  be 
purchased  from  the  mint  by  persons  who  wish  to  retain  a souvenir  of 
the  occasion.  The  coins  will  be  available  both  as  mirror-finished 
proof  sets  and  as  specially  packed  sets  of  uncirculated  coins.  Ap- 
plication for  them  can  be  made  direct  to  the  Mint  in  Canberra.  Indi- 
vidual coins  or  rolls  of  various  denominations  are  not  available. 
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WAR  COINAGE: 

OCCUPATION,  MILITARY 
& PUPPET  STATES

In  recent  years  it  seems  a great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to 
wartime  military  and  occupation  paper  money,  perhaps  partly  due  to 
its  attractive  format  and  interesting  historical  background.  Ameri- 
can Military  Payment  Certificates  (MPC)  and  Japanese  Invasion  Money 
(JIM)  are  two  well-known  examples. 

However,  very  little  attention  has  been  given  to  the  equally  fascin- 
ating, equally  historical  and  seemingly  less  well  known  occupation, 
military  and  puppet  state  coinage  of  both  World  Wars.  It  is  propos- 
ed to  assemble  some  of  the  known  facts  of  these  issues  and  list  them 
in  some  detail  in  the  hope  that  it  will  stimulate  greater  interest 
and  lead  to  further  in-depth  research. 

Some  countries,  such  as  Poland  and  Belgium,  have  been  occupied  twice 
and  have  two  issues  stemming  from  those  events.  While  more  than 
sixty  years  have  passed  since  the  earlier  occupation,  it  is  still 
possible  to  assemble  a collection  dating  from  those  military  issues 
of  World  War  I at  an  economical  cost  to  the  collector.  However, 
some  issues  dating  from  World  War  II  are  becoming  scarce  or  rare, 
perhaps  due  to  increased  collector  interest  in  addition  to  the  normal 
attrition  of  time.  Whenever  known,  the  mintage  figures  have  been 
included  in  the  tables  to  indicate  the  possible  availability  of  the 
issue  to  the  average  collector.  Mintage  figures  are  in  millions. 

Materials  used  due  to  wartime  snortages  of  metal  were  commonly  zinc 
and  iron,  most  especially  on  the  German  side,  wnile  some  brass  was 
used  in  items  struck  in  U.S.  mints  for  Allied  use.  In  some  cases 
even  aluminum  was  used,  such  as  the  issues  struck  by  Vichy  France. 

The  Italians  used  stainless  steel  for  some  Albanian  occupation 
issues.  Extreme  shortages  of  all  metals  ultimately  led  to  the  issu- 
ance of  paper  currency  as  in  the  case  of  the  German  military  notes 
( Verrechnungs  schein)  issued  to  the  Wehrmacht  after  January  1,  19^-5  • 
The  Pniladelphia  Mint  produced  a number  of  issues  for  several  govern- 
ments in  exile,  such  as  the  Dutch  and  Free  French,  while  at  least 
one  issue  was  produced  in  London,  this  instance  for  the  Norwegian 
government  in  exile. 

Coinage  in  Denmark  produced  during  the  German  occupation  has  never 
been  listed  as  occupation  issue  because  format  remained  the  same  as 
pre-occupation  coinage  except  that  zinc  was  used  during  that  period. 
Certainly  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  occupation  authorities 
exerted  any  less  control  in  D inmark  than  they  did  in  Holland  or 


In  order  to  avoid  incurring  a deficit  or  fueling  a black  market  in 
occupied  areas,  the  German  government  took  a very  realistic  approach 
to  the  problem  of  monetary  control  from  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

The  Wehrmacht  used  a non-convertible  currency  issued  by  the  govern- 
ment in  all  occupied  territories.  This  currency,  "Reichs  Kredit 
Kassen  scheine",  or  Reich  credit  Treasury  notes,  was  made  up  of  de- 
nominations of  RM  5 0,  RM  20,  RM  5>  RM  2,  RM  1,  and  Rpf.  50  and  coins 
of  zinc  Rpf.  10  and  Rpf  5*  (Figure  l) 

When  the  Wehrmacht  entered  any 
foreign  country,  it  issued  decrees 
making  this  money  legal  tender  at 
a specified  exchange  rate  with 
the  indigenous  currency  at  a ratio, 
usually  the  pre-invasion  rate,  be- 
tween reichmarks  and  the  local 
money  thus  it  was  tied  to  the 
Reichsmark.  German  troops  received 
their  pay  in  Reichs  Kredit  Kassen 
scheine  and  since  the  currency  was 
legal  tender  only  in  the  occupied  areas,  the  soldiers  had  to  spend 
their  money  there  or  forfeit  its  value  on  returning  to  Germany.  By 
using  these  non-convertible  occupation  currencies  the  Germans  effect- 
ively transferred  the  total  cost  of  the  occupation  to  the  defeated 
count ryl

With  the  German  annexation  of  Austria  and  the  Sudetenland  portion 
of  Czechoslovakia  in  1938;  these  territories  were  incorporated  into 
the  German  Reich  and  the  Reichsmark  was  made  legal  tender  in  these 
territories  by  decrees  of  March  17,  193&  (Order  for  the  transfer  of 
the  Austrian  National  Bank  to  the  Reichsbank,  Reichsgesetz  blatt 
4939,  1,  No  27,  p.  254)  and  October  10,  1938  (Decree  regarding  the 
introduction  of  Reichsmark  Currency  into  Sudeten  German  Territories, 
Bank  for  International  Settlements,  Doc.  L.  D.  36). 

In  most  cases  decrees  regulated  the  rate  of  exchange  between  the  occu- 
pied territory  and  the  German  Reichs  bank.  For  example,  a decree 
dated  September  11,  1939  established  the  exchange  ratio  between  the 
Reichsmark  and  the  Polish  Zloty  at  1 (one)  Zloty  = 50  (fifty)  Reichs- 
pfennig. 

However,  in  order  to  control  military  spending  and  inflation  a series 
of  legal  decrees  in  Berlin  established  the  operation  of  a military 
central  banking  institution  called  "Reichs  Kredit  Kassen".  This 
organization  issued  both  coins  and  paper  currency  legal  tender  at 
first  only  in  Poland,  later  expanded  to  other  occupied  territories. 

Two  zinc  coins,  a 5 and  10  pfennig,  were  issued  to  the  military 
forces  as  mentioned  above.  These  coins,  with  the  German  eagle  on 
one  side  and  swastika  and  REICHS  KREDIT  KASSEN  on  the  other,  were

unique  as  no  other  German  issue  is  holed.  (Figure  l) 


This  first  appeared  in  Poland  in  1939;  backed  partly  by  loans  and 
partly  by  occupation  cost  accounts.  In  1940  it  appeared  in  Denmark, 
Norway,  Holland,  Belgium  and  France;  in  1941  in  the  Balkans  and  in 
Russia;  thus  for  a while  was  legal  tender  throughout  German-occupied 
Europe . 

With  the  military  occupation  of  Albania  by  Italy  in  April  1939>  a 
currency  was  issued  which  included  a series  of  8 coins  (Figure  2) 
depicting  the  Italian  King  Vittorio  Emanuele  III  as  King  of  Albania.

As  noted  in  Figure  2 above  (and  preceding  page),  aluminum-bronze 
was  used  for  the  0.05  Lek  (1  Lek  = 1 Lira)  and  0.10  Lek  issues; 
stainless  steel  in  the  0.20  Lek,  0.50  Lek,  1 Lek  and  2 Lek  issues; 
and  silver  for  the  1939  issues  of  5 and  10  Lek.  The  latter  two 
issues  in  silver  are  relatively  scarce,  especially  the  10  Lek,  which 
had  a mintage  of  only  .175  million.  The  stainless  steel  issues  were 
in  two  different  alloys  - "Niox"  ( non-magnet ic)  for  1939  and  part  of 
1940,  and  "Acmonital"  (magnetic)  for  the  balance  of  1940  and  1941. 

The  reasons  for  the  change  in  alloy  in  1940  is  unknown  to  the  author. 

Two  military  occupations  of  Belgium  by  Germany  resulted  in  two  series 
of  coins.  The  issues  of  1915  through  1918  (Figure  3)  were  of  zinc 
and  relatively  high  mintages.  The  50  centimes  only  (100  centimes  = 

1 Franc)  has  a center  hole;  a total  of  four  coins  issues,  5>  10,  25 
and  50  centimes,  during  this  occupation  period.

The  second  occupation  included  five  coins  issued  between  1941  and 
1945  (Figure  4),  including  5,  10,  25  Centimes  and  1 and  5 Francs. 
Again,  all  coinage  was  struck  in  zinc,  with  the  centime  denominations 
being  holed  and  having  a crowned  monogram  and  the  date  on  the  obverse 
and  three  shields  and  the  value  on  the  reverse . The  1 Franc  has  a 
lion  in  a shield  on  the  obverse  and  a crowned  monogram,  value  and 
date  on  the  reverse.  Tne  5 Francs  issue  has  the  head  of  King  Leopold 
III  on  the  obverse  and  crown/ value/ date  on  the  reverse.  All  were 
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issued  in  both  French  and  Flemish*  Oddly  enough,  all  issues  above 
5 Centimes  carry  dates  up  to  1946  and  1947-  Apparently,  the  Belgian 
government  continued  to  strike  them  after  liberation  in  1944.

In  1939*  the  Germans  established  a Protectorate  from  the  remnants 
of  Czechoslovakia.  Bohemia  and  Moravia  included  the  city  of  Prague, 
and  remained  a part  of  the  Third  Reich  until  liberated  by  Soviet 
and  U.S.  armies  in  194-5;  as  was  the  latter. 


Bohemia  and  Moravia  issued  a series  of  four  coins  (Figure  6)  between 
1940  and  1944,  all  struck  in  zinc  in  denominations  of  10,  20,  50 
Haleru  and  1 Koruna  (100  Haleru  = 1 Koruna).

The  Protectorate  of  Slovakia  proclaimed  autonomy  in  1938  from  the 
remnants  of  Czechoslovakia  following  the  Sudetenland  being  ceded  to 
the  Third  Reich.  On  March  l8,  1 939*  following  German  annexation  of 
the  remainder  of  Czechoslovakia,  Slovakia  became  nominally  independ- 
ent under  the  protection  of  Germany,  and  remained  so  until  April  5> 
1945,  when  it  became  again  part  of  liberated  Czechoslovakia . During 
this  period  it  managed  to  issue  a series  of  interesting  coins  (Figure 
7)  totaling  twelve  in  number,  using  the  100  Halierov  = 1 Koruna 
system,  under  President  Dr.  Jozef  Tiso. 


Of  these,  the  5 Halierov  was  issued  in  1942  in  zinc,  the  10  Halierov 
was  first  issued  in  1939  in  bronze,  and  the  20  Halierov  was  issued 
from  1940-1942  in  bronze  and  in  aluminum  in  1942-1943. 


The  50  Halierov  was  struck  in  copper-nickel  in  1940-41  and  in  alumi- 
num in  1943-44.  The  1 Koruna  was  struck  in  copper-nickel  from  1940- 

45- 


A ‘j  Korun  piece  in  nickel  was  is- 
sued in  1939*  of  which  at  least 
2 million  were  reportedly  melted 
down  by  the  reconstituted  Czech 
government  in  1947*

1944,  20  Korun  in  1939;  another  in  1941  and  a 50  Korun  in  1944  were 
struck  in  silver,  so  some  precious  metals  were  used  despite  shortages, 
unique  in  wartime  Europe.

Croatia,  with  the  capital  in  Zogreh, 
was  formed  from  the  dismemberment 
of  Yugoslavia  by  Italy  and  Germany 
in  1941.  Croatia  was  reconstituted 
as  a nominal  kingdom  at  that  time 
and  was  administered  by  the  Italians. 

Three  coins  are  reported  (Figure  8)  — a 1 Kuna  (100  Banica  - 1 Kuna) 
struck  in  zinc  in  1941,  a 2 Kune  also  in  zinc  in  1941  wnich  is  fairly 
common,  usually  in  uncirculated  condition,  and  a gold  500  Kune  with 
the  head  of  Ante  Pavelic,  chief  of  state  from  1941-45.  Little  is 
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known  about  the  first  and  latter  of  these  coins  as  they  may  have 
heen  struck  but  never  issued.  Since  19-45  Croatia  has  been  once 
again  a part  of  Yugoslavia.

Denmark  was  invaded  by  Germany 
in  April  1940,  and  the  Germans 
occupied  the  country  until 
1945.  During  this  period  the 
Danish  King  remained  on  the 
throne  and  the  government 
per  se  continued  to  function. 
The  coins  issued  during  this 
period  (Figure  9)  were  new 
issues  utilizing  aluminum  in 
1941  and  afterwards  zinc, 
except  the  1 and  2 Krone 
coins  which  were  struck  in 
aluminum-bronze.  The  coins 
continued  to  circulate  for 
several  years  after  the  war 
and  are  not  seemingly  usually 
considered  as  occupation 
issues;  but,  although  Denmark 
did  have  some  autonomy,  cer- 
tainly they  were  issued  during 
the  German  occupation  and 
hence  stem  from  the  war  situ- 
ation.

Germany  invaded  France  in 
May  1940  and  an  armistice 
was  declared  on  the  22nd  of 
June  194-0.,  after  which  the 
government  was  in  the  hands 
of  Marshal  Petain  in  Vichy, 
the  part  of  France  not  occu- 
pied by  German  troops.  Vichy 
issued  nine  coins  from  1941 
through  1944  (Figure  10 ) when 
all  of  France  was  occupied 
by  the  Germans.  All  but  two 
of  these  were  made  from  zinc 
or  aluminum.  A 20  Centimes 
coin  dated  1944  was  struck 
in  iron  and  a 5 Francs  piece 
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was  issued  in  1941,  struck  from 
nickel-bronze,  with  a Marshal 
Petain  bust  but  not  released  into 
circulation.  All  but  the  latter 
two  are  generally  availaole  to 
collectors,  with  the  iron  piece 
and  the  Petain  piece  being  scarce.

Free  French  issues  in  brass  and  bronze 
were  issued  in  1942  and  1943  in  French 
Equatorial  Africa  (Figure  12).  Vichy 
French  issues  in  zinc  and  aluminum 
were  released  in  French  Indo  China  in 
in  1940-43  (Figure  13)0  These  have 
the  legend  REPUBLIQUE  FRANCAISE  or 
E'TAT  FRANCAISE  and  all  are  holed.  Pre- 
sumably these  were  struck  in  U.S. 
mints,  possibly  in  Philadelphia.

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The  wartime  story  of  Germany's  colony  in  east  Africa  is  a tale  of 
valor,  heroism  and  fortitude  rarely  if  ever  matched  in  the  annals 
of  history.  It  is  also  the  story  of  the  greatest  German  soldier  of 
them  all,  Colonel  Paulvon  Lettow-Vorbeck,  the  only  undefeated  German 
leader  of  the  Great  War  and  a very  gallant  gentleman,  who  held  out 
for  four  years  against  overwhelming  odds. 


The  colony  was  located  on  the  east  central  coast  of  Africa  with  the 
capital  located  in  Dar  es  Salaam.  Germany  acquired  control  through 
the  efforts  of  the  "Deutsch-Ostafrikanische  Gesellschaft"  or  German 
East  Africa  Company  in  1884,  and  Berlin  establisned  a protectorate 
in  1891,  and  proclaimed  it  a colony  in  1897.  This  history  is  also 
reflected  in  the  early  coinage. 


In  1914  upon  the  outbreak  of  war  the  German  forces  of  about  11,000 
men,  mostly  African  troops  or  askaris  trained  by  a handful  of  Ger- 
mans, faced  an  invading  force  of  200,000  3ritish  troops.  For  four 
years  of  brilliant  campaigning,  of  daring  hit-and-run  raids  and 
grueling  forced  marches  through  jungle  swamps  and  across  arid  plains 
the  Germans  out  fought  and  out  maneuvered  their  enemies  which  ulti- 
mately came  to  include  Portuguese  and  Belgian  forces  as  well.  With- 
out adequate  supplies  von  Lettow-Vorbeck' s troops  improvised  radio 
insulators  out  of  bottles,  fuel  out  of  coconut  oil,  and  the  scarcity 
of  funds  to  pay  the  troops  led  to  money  printed  with  a child's 
rubber  toy  hand  stamps,  the  so-called  "bush  notes",  printed  on  paper 
shell  wrappings,  or  whatever  was  at  hand. 


Coins  were  struck  in  1916  (Figure 
14)  at  an  improvised  mint  at 
Tabora,  East  Africa  under  the 
direction  of  Governor  Henrich 
Schnee,  the  provisional  capital 
in  the  inland  after  the  Germans 
were  forced  to  give  up  the  coast 
and  capital  and  retreat  inland. 
Both  copper  and  brass  were  used 
and  the  crude  dies  created  a num- 
ber of  minor  varieties  especially 
among  the  20  Heller  coins  struck  at  Tabora  in  1916.

Four  coins  were  struck,  a j Heller  ( 100  Heller  - 1 Rupie)  in  Brass, 
a 20  Heller  in  Brass  and  Copper,  and  a 15  Rupien  struck  surprisingly 
enough  in  goldl  The  latter  is  quite  rare  and  has  been  counterfeited 


extensively;  however,  the  others,  with  the  various  varieties  are 
relatively  available  today. 

A total  of  about  24  million  emergency  rupien  were  issued  and  much 
of  it  was  dragged  about  central  Africa  by  Governor  Schnee  through- 
out the  campaign.  Some  was  captured  and  in  a battle  in  1918  in  the 
vicinity  of  Koroma  30>000  rupien  was  lost  to  the  British.  Later, 

Col.  von  Lettow-Vorbeck  deliberately  burned  a large  quantity  to 
prevent  repetition  of  such  loss  as  well  as  lighten  the  load  of  the 
bearers,  for  more  essential  items  such  as  ammunition  and  food. 
Presumably,  many  coins  were  lost  as  well. 

During  the  German  campaigns  in  Poland,  Russia  and  the  Baltic  area 
in  the  first  World  War  three  coins  were  struck  from  iron  and  issued 
in  1916  (Figure  15)  by  the  German  Military  Commander  Eastern  Dis- 
trict (Gebiet  des  Oberbefehlshabers  Ost),  in  1,  2 and  3 Kopecks 
denominations,  and  were  used  mainly  in  Latvia,  Estonia  and  Lithuania.

Interestingly,  one  side  is  in 
German  while  the  other  has  the 
date,  value  and  denomination  with- 
in an  iron  cross  inscribed  in 
Russian  (Cyrillic).  They  were 
struck  at  two  mints,  A for  Berlin 
and  J for  Hamburg,  thus  creating 
two  varieties.  Since  they  were 
minted  in  rather  large  numbers 
they  are  still  available  at  reason- 
able prices  to  the  average  collector. 

In  1945,  when  the  Allies  occupied  Germany  all  industry  and  commerce 
was  in  ruins  and  at  a complete  standstill.  Due  to  the  shortage  of 
metal,  coinage  had  virtually  vanished.  The  U.  S.  Army,  occupying 
the  south  German  area  took  over  the  Munich  Mint  (mintmark  D)  and  a 
few  1 Reichspfennig  coins  were  struck  in  zinc  using  a 1944  die  after 
removing  the  swastika  (Figure  16).  It  is  not  known  how  many  were 
minted,  but  this  coin  vies  with  the  50  Reichspfennig  dated  1924  for 
rarity  as  the  most  valuable  of  German  issues. 

There  followed  three  redesigned  coins,  also  struck  at  Munich  and 
other  mints,  in  zinc  - a 1,  5 and  10  Reichspfennig,  used  between 
1945  and  1948,  or  until  German  currency  reform,  as  an  effort  to 
get  business  and  industry  moving  again  and  facilitate  daily  commerce.

An  interesting  issue,  although  not  directly  related  to  war  are  the 
two  coins  issued  by  Germany  for  the  occupation  of  Kiautschou  in 
China  by  Germany  in  1897.  Two  German  missionaries  were  murdered  in 
Shantung,  giving  the  Kaiser  an  excuse  to  occupy  the  Shantung  penin- 
sula in  eastern  Cnina  which  included  the  port  of  Tsingtau.  In  1898 
Germany  negotiated  a 99  year  lease  of  Tsingtau  with  China  and  had 
estaolished  a free  port  and  extensive  naval  base  by  1899*  This 
"Pact  ge  Diet  Kiautschou",  or  Treaty  District,  had  a Branch  of  the 

Deutsch-Asiatische  Bank  which  issued 
paper  money,  now  exceedingly  rare. 

Two  coins  were  used,  a 5 and  10  cent 
coin  ( 100  cents  = 1 dollar)  both 
dated  1909  and  struck  in  cupro-nickel 
(Figure  17).  The  coins  having  on  the 
obverse  a German  eagle  on  an  anchor, 
value,  and  date  with  the  legend 
DE'JTSCH  KIATSCHOU  GEBIET,  and  on  the 
reverse  a Chinese  inscription,  were  struck  in  Berlin.

In  late  1914,  the  British  and  Japanese  mounted  a combined  sea-land 
operation  against  the  enclave  and  quickly  put  an  end  to  the  colony. 
Japan  held  it  until  192?.  when  it  was  returned  to  China  by  the 
Washington  Conference. 

The  coins  are  available  at  reasonable  prices  and  not  particularly 
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scarce  perhaps  due  to  a hoard  reportedly  salvaged  from  the  sunken 
German  freighter  Cormorant  scuttled  in  Apia  Harbor,  Guam  in  1917 
after  seeking  shelter  there  early  in  that  year. 

The  Netherlands  was  invaded  on  May  1940  just  as  Germany  swept 
through  Belgium,  France  and  Luxemburg;  and  Dutch  military  reistance 
had  ended  by  May  14,  1940.  However,  the  Dutch  government  had  fled 
to  England,  including  the  Queen,  leaving  the  rather  peculiar  situ- 
ation of  a de  facto  government  in  Holland  and  a de  jure  government 
in  London. 

The  Germans,  under  the  administration  of  Heichskommissar  Seyss- 
Inquart  issued  between  1941  and  1944  five  coins  of  new  design  struck 
in  zinc  (Figure  l8).  They  were  1,  2-1/2,  5,  10  and  25  cents  (100 
cents  = 1 Gulden) . Three  coins  were  reportedly  struck  by  the  Germans 
in  1941,  a 1,  2-1/2  and  10  cents,  but  were  withdrawn  shortly  after 
issue  because  Seyss-Inquart  objected  to  the  design,  including  the 
holes,  in  the  two  lower  denominations.  These  three  are  not  listed 
by  Yeoman  but  have  been  reported  from  the  Netherlands.  The  latter 
are  scarce  or  rare  but  the  regular  issues  are  available  to  the 
average  collector  at  reasonable  cost,  with  the  exception  of  the 
2-l/2  Cent  1942  which  is  rare.

The  Netherlands  government  in  exile  had  numerous  coins  struck  at 
U.S.  mints  for  both  the  homeland  and  to  supplement  colonial  coinage. 
Issues  struck  in  U.S.  mints  for  the  homeland  are  easily  distinguish- 
ed by  an  acorn  mintma'rk  and  also  carry  a letter  designation  of  the 
U.S.  mint  striking  the  piece.  (See  Y43,  Y44  and  Y46) . Coins  struck 
for  use  in  Surinam  and  Curacao  are  of  the  same  homeland  design  but 
with  a palm  tree  mintmark  in  place  of  the  acorn.  (See  Y34a,  Y36a, 
Y36b,  Y43a  and  Y44a) . 

The  Netherlands  East  Indies  had  coins  struck  by  both  the  Dutch 
government  in  exile  (struck  at  U.S.  mints)  and  the  occupying  Japan- 
ese authorities.  (Figure  19).

The  Japanese  occupation  authorities  issued  paper  money  in  quantity 
in  the  Netherlands  East  Indies.  However,  they  also  issued  three 
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coins,  the  only  invaded  and  occupied  territory  where  they  did  issue 
coinage.  The  three  coins  are  a 1,  5 and  10  Sen  struck  in  aluminum 
or  tin  alloy  (Figure  19) • The  1 and  10  Sen  were  dated  2603  and  2604 
(1943  and  1944  A.D.).  The  5 Sen  is  reported  dated  only  2603  (1943 
A„D.)  and  was  apparently  never  issued,  nor  is  it  recorded  in  official 
Japanese  documents.  However,  its  existence  has  been  reliably  veri- 
fied, and  it  is  probably  the  rarest  of  all  occupation  coins.  Due  to 
the  allied  domination  of  the  seas,  many  of  these  coins  were  possibly 
lost  at  sea  in  transit  from  Japan.  Most  of  the  balance  were  melted 
down  for  scrap  by  the  Japanese  government. 


The  5 and  10  Sen  coins  have  a strange  figure  variously  described  in 
literature  as  a native  puppet  or  marionette  used  in  shadow  dramas. 

A few  10  Sen  coins  surfaced  in  Java  after  the  war  indicating  that 
they  had  circulated  there,  at  least  to  a limited  degree. 

(See  Y46a  and  Y47a  for  the  U.S.  mint  issues  for  the  East  Indies.) 

Norway  was  invaded  by  the  Germans 
in  April  1940,  at  the  same  time 
that  Denmark  was  occupied.  Be- 
tween 1941  and  1945  a series  of 
six  coins  were  struck,  three  in 
iron  and  three  in  zinc,  including 
1,  2,  5;  10  25  and  50  0re  (Fig- 

ure 20) . On  one  side  is  the  Nor- 
wegian coat  of  arms  and  NORGE  while 
on  the  reverse  is  the  value  and 
date.  Before  the  fighting  had 
ended  that  spring  of  1940,  the 
govemmnet  had  followed  the  King 
to  Britain  in  exile.  Thus  a simi- 
lar situation  arose  to  the  Nether- 
lands exile  government.  The  exiled 
be  struck  in  London  three  coins,  10, 

25  and  50  0re  in  nickel-brass  in  very  limited  numbers.  These  are 
scarce  today  and  were  probably  never  released  into  general  circula- 
tion especially  since  the  exile  government  would  normally  use  English 
money  while  in  London.  However,  at  the  same  time  there  was  a limited 
British  printing  of  paper  notes  issued  on  the  Norges  Bank  of  1,  2,  5 > 
10,  $0,  100,  500  and  1000  Kroner  although  the  latter  two  were  report- 
edly not  issued.  Called  "Krigssedlar"  it  was  apparently  used  on 
Norwegian  military  installations.  All  are  scarce  or  rare  today, 
although  German  occupation  coinage  is  available  at  a reasonable  cost 
to  the  average  collector.

Poland,  like  Belgium,  underwent  two  occupations  by  Germany,  one  in 
each  World  War  and  each  is  reflected  in  the  coinage  issued  for  that 
period.  It  had  been  controlled  by  Austria,  Germany  and  Russia  after 
1795  when  it  ceased  to  exist  as  an  independent  state.  The  Central 

Powers  supported  the  creation  of 
a Kingdom  in  1916  hence  the  regency 
coinage  issued  jointly  aider 
Germany  and  Austria  in  1917  and 
19 l8.  These  consisted  of  four 
coins  (Figure  2l)  struck  in  iron 
or  zinc  as  follows:  1 Fenig,  5; 

10  and  20  Fenigow  ( 100  Fenigow  = 

1 Marka)  with  the  Polish  eagle 
beneath  a crown  and  date  and  on 
the  reverse  value  and  date  and  trie  legend  KROLESTWO  P0L3KIE.  There 
are  some  minor  varieties  listed.  These  coins,  despite  the  circum- 
stances of  their  issuance  and  subsequent  historical  events  are  not 
so  rare  and  can  be  located  occasionally.

Poland  was  declared  a republic  on  November  11,  1918,  and  was  invaded 
and  occupied  by  Germany  in  September  1939;  until  1944,  when  it  came 
under  Russian  domination  as  a People's  Republic. 

German  World  War  II  issues  were 
five,  all  but  one  struck  in  zinc 
(Figure  22).  The  one  and  5 Groszy 
( 100  Groszy  = 1 Zloty)  were  dated 
1939,  but  the  10  and  20  Groszy 
was  dated  1923  (although  struck 
and  issued  in  1941-44) . A 50 
Groszy  in  nickel-plated- iron  was 
dated  1938.  All  are  relatively 
easy  to  locate  in  order  to  assemble 
a complete  collection.

The  Saar  or  Saarland  is  an  important  mining  and  industrial  region 
which  lies  between  France  and  Germany  and  has  been  an  area  of  dis- 
pute since  Napoleonic  times.  The  capital,  Saarbrucken,  was  ruled 
by  German  counts  of  Nassau  but  was  dominated  by  France  politically 
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and  culturally.  At  the  close  of  World  War  I it  was  made  a trust  of 
the  League  of  Nations  until  1935  when  a plebiscite  resulted  in  its 
being  rejoined  with  Germany.  In  1945,  it  was  occupied  by  France  by 
way  of  reparations  and  after  prolonged  agitation  in  1957,  the  inhabi- 
tants again  voted  to  return  to  Germany.  In  1954-55  four  coins  were 
issued  by  Saarland,  while  not  directly  related  to  the  war,  were  a 
result  of  the  outcome  of  World  War  II  and  can  be  properly  considered 
here  (Figure  23). 


Three  were  struck  in  aluminum-bronze  ( 10,  20  and  50  Franken)  and  a 
100  Franken  was  issued  in  1955  in  copper-nickel  (100  Centimen  = 

1 Franken) . They  are  not  scarce  and  easily  available  to  the  average 
collector  at  decent  prices.

The  last  area  of  consideration  is  Serbia.  She  was  granted  full  inde- 
pendence by  the  Berlin  Congress  in  1878,  after  500  years  of  Turkish 
domination.  After  World  War  I she  joined  other  Balkan  states  to 
form  Yugoslavia,  with  Belgrade  as  the  capital.  Following  the  German 
invasion  of  Yugoslavia  in  April  1941,  Serbia  became  a separate 
state  under  German  sovereignty.  In  1944,  following  the  German 
withdrawal  from  the  Balkans,  Serbia  again  became  part  of  Yugoslavia. 


During  German  domination  1942-44  a series  of  four  coins  were  struck 
in  zinc  as  follows:  50  Para  ( 100  Para  1 Dinar),  1 Dinar,  2 and 

10  Dinara  (Figure  24).  All  are  available  to  collectors,  although 
the  lowest  and  highest  denominations  seem  relatively  scarce.

NEW  WORLD-WIDE  FJMISMATICS  GROUP  FORMS  IN  DENVER,  COLORADO 

On  the  thirteenth  day  after  Christmas  no  one  would  expect  all  the 
elements  to  match  the  song,  but  mixed  as  they  were,  there  was  a 
holiday  atmosphere  among  Denver-area  international  numismatists 
on  January  7th,  1977- 

Fifteen  collectors  enjoying,  one  room  a-sweltering;  30  slides  eject- 
ing and  a cartride  in  a carousel.  Five  new  faces  introducing,  ten 
old  ones  rejoicing.  Three  auctioneers  a-calling,  thirty-three  lots 
a-selling,  two  scribes  a-scribbling,  coffee  cups  a-cooling,  a dozen 
doughnuts  (and  several  watches  the  time)  a-passing,  but  no  gold 
ring( git)s. 

This  was  the  third  meeting  of  Denver,  Colorado  collectors  exploring 
the  avenues  toward  forming  a club  devoted  to  world-wide  numismatics, 
and  it  was  held  in  a small  conference  room  at  the  University  of 
Denver.  From  7:30  PM  to  midnight  the  group  watched  a slide  show 
on  "Mintmaster  Marks  and  Varieties  of  Netherlands  Coins"  (furnished 
by  Numismatics  International),  discussed  organizational  ideas,  heard 
about  the  revision  of  the  Krause -Mi shier  Standard  Catalog  of  World 
Coins  from  one  member,  and  engaged  in  a mixed  regular  and  "Dutch" 
auction.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

On  the  Ancient  Coins  and'  Measures  of  Ceylon,  by  To  W.  Rhys  Davis. 

62  pp.  1 pi.  Paper  cover.  Reproduced  by  Obol  International, 

Chicago,  1975. 

Tnis  attractively  reproduced  work,  with  a woodcut  of  a Buddhist 
Temple  at  Pulastipura,  from  Sir  E.  Tennent's  Ceylon,  was  published 
originally  in  1877  by  Stephen  and  Sons  of  Hertford,  England.  Long 
out  of  print,  its  appearance,  with  the  growing  interest  in  the  coins 
of  the  Indian  sub-continent,  is  most  timely.  However,  it  is  essen- 
tially a work  for  scholars,  though  there  is  much  valuable  and  useful 
information  for  the  collector  of  coins  of  Southern  India  and  Ceylono 

Rhys  Davis  was  a practical  archaeologist,  a collector  of  coins  of 
this  part  of  the  world,  a scholar  who  read  Sanskrit,  Telugu,  Pali, 
and  Sinhalese,  as  well  as  several  other  Oriental  languages  and 
several  European . 

The  work  is  divided  into  5 parts  of  which  the  first  and  last  - 
the  date  of  the  death  of  Gautama  Buddha  - will  be  of  little  interest 
to  numismatists. 

l 

Part  I deals  with  coin  references  in  Buddhist  literature.  Part  II 
deals  explicitly  with  the  weights  and  measures  which  have  been  used 
in  Ceylon  (para.  23/ 3^) ° Part  III  is  a very  readable  sketch  of  the 
history  of  those  kings  of  Ceylon  whose  coins  were  known  in  1877  to 
be  extant  (para.  35/45).  Part  IV  is  a description  of  the  coins, 
paragraph  by  paragraph  (46/73);  "the  last  five  dealing  specifically 
with  hook  money. 

The  24  coins  (obverse  and  reverse)  illustrated,  and  a sample  of  hook 
money,  are  beautifully  clear.  They  are  dealt  with  briefly  in  para. 
67*  All  are  gold  or  copper  except  the  piece  of  hook  money.  I feel 
the  single  plate  alone  is  worth  the  price  of  the  book  to  any  collect- 
or of  Ceylon  coins,  simply  because  of  the  clarity  of  the  pictures. 

An  appendix  to  Part  IV  (para.  74/8l)  deals  with  the  European  coins 
of  Ceylon  up  to  1877 •

Jewish  Minters  and  Medalists,  by  Daniel  M.  Friedenberg,  132  pp., 
over  203  illus.,  ISBiFd-^76-0066-6.  $12.50.  Available  from  The 

Jewish  Publication  Society  of  America,  1528  Walnut  St.,  Suite  800, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  19102. 

In  this  latest  volume  of  The  Jewish  Publication  Society  of  America, 
Daniel  M.  Friedenberg,  Curator  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the  Jewish 
Museum  In  N w fork  and  a Fellow  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society, 
presents  a pictorial  history  of  Jewish  coiners  and  medalists.  The 
material  included  ranges  from  rare  Yehud  c ins  dating  from  the  4th 
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and  5th  centuries  B.C.E.  to  the  commemorative  medals  of  modern  Israel. 
Beautifully  illustrated  throughout,  JEWISH  MINTERS  AND  MEDALISTS  af- 
fords an  authoritative,  look  into  a little  known  but  fascinating 
aspect  of  Jewish  history. 

The  first  part  of  the  book  deals  with  the  role  of  Jewish  moneyers, 
minters,  and  mint  masters  in  medieval  Europe  and  under  the  rule  of 
Islam.  The  second  part  takes  up  the  story  of  Jewish  medalists  from 
the  l8th  century  to  present  times,  and  includes  the  work  of  such 
prominent  contemporary  American  Jewish  sculptors  as  Chaim  Gross, 
Jacques  Lipschitz,  William  Zorach,  and  Leonard  Baskin.  A special 
section  is  devoted  to  the  production  of  medals  in  Israel. 

Major  figures  whose  work  is  examined  include  Jacob  Abraham  and  his 
son  Abraham  Abramson,  Royal  Medalists  in  late-l8th-century  Germany; 
Samuel  Judin,  co-head  of  a Russian  mint  in  the  l8th  century;  the 
Wiener  Brothers  of  Belgium,  the  foremost  Jewish  medalists  of  the 
19th  century;  and  Moritz  Furst,  whose  works  include  a portrait  medal 
of  Andrew  Jackson  and  the  first  American  Jewish  medal,  occasioned 
by  the  death  in  l8l6  of  the  patriot  rabbi,  Gershom  Mendes  Seixas. 

Mr.  Friedenberg  also  cites  Victor  D.  Brenner,  who  in  1909  engraved 
the  head  on  the  Lincoln  cent;  Benno  Elkan,  whose  bronze  Menorah 
stands  in  front  of  the  Israeli  Knesset;  Paul  Vincze,  designer  of 
the  national  currency  of  several  nations;  and  Arthur  Loewental, 
portraiter  of  Rufus  Daniel  Isaacs,  First  Marquess  of  Reading,  among 
others . 

Presenting  material  that  has  rarely  been  shown  before,  JEWISH  MINTERS 
.AND  MEDALISTS  should  prove  an  invaluable  aid  to  collectors  of  Jewish 
coins  and  medals  in  pursuit  of  their  hobby.  It  will  also  be  treasur- 
ed by  all  who  are  interested  in  history  and  art,  and  who  seek  to 
enlarge  their  understanding  of  the  Jewish  experience.

COMMUNION  TOKENS 


by  0.  D.  Cresswell,  Belfast,  N.  Ireland,  NI#560 

I suppose  if  a quiz  were  held  in  any  coin  club  there  would  be  plenty 
of  collectors  who  had  never  set  eyeson  a Ducat  or  a Dirhem  that 
could  through  illustrations  in  books  and  auction  catalogues  make  a 
good  effort  at  identifying  them.  Yet  if  a little  piece  of  lead  with 
a few  letters  stamped  on  it  were  placed  before  them  you  might  have 
a lengthy  wait  for  an  answer.  I would  like  to  introduce  readers  to 
these  unconsidered  little  treasures  of  numismatics.  There  is  a base 
metal  English  coin  with  legend  .."Servant  to  the  Coinage".."  but  I 
think  a suitable  legend  for  the  Communion  Token  would  be  .."Servant 
of  the  Church" . 
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At  the  time  of  the  Reformation  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Reformers 
was  to  give  to  the  service  of  the  Holy  Communion  a standing  they 
considered  it  had  to  some  extent  lost.  To  do  this  they  held  the 
service  at  much  longer  intervals,  in  some  cases  a year  could  elapse 
between  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion,  and  by  intensive  prior 
preaching  the  ministers  endeavoured  to  prepare  their  people  for  the 
service.  To  prevent  any  unprepared  Tom,  Dick  or  Harry  from  turning 
up  at  the  service  the  custom  was  to  hand  out  metal  tokens  to  those 
considered  fit  worshippers  at  the  Sunday  service  the  week  before 
the  Holy  Communion  was  held.  These  tokens  were  almost  always  at 
first  made  in  the  parish  from  sheet  lead  by  the  local  minister  and 
blacksmith  and  were  simple  in  the  extreme,  merely  a square  or  rec- 
tangle of  lead  stamped  with  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  the 
parish.  This  type  survived  in  some  parishes  right  up  to  this  cen- 
tury when  the  present  cardboard  tokens  replaced  them  but  in  most 
parishes  a more  sophisticated  token  took  its  place,  the  most  usual 
addition  being  a verse  or  scripture  and  the  date  and/or  the  minist- 
er's initials. 

Tokens  were  used  in  many  lands,  being  known  in  France,  Holland, 
England,  Ireland,  and,  above  all,  Scotland.  Indeed  it  is  Scotland 
that  springs  to  mind  when  you  think  of  Communion  Tokens  and  here 
will  be  found  sufficient  variety  to  keep  any  collector  or  student 
occupied  for  an  average  life-time.  Tokens  were  usually  made  of  lead 
up  to  about  the  turn  of  the  century,  that  is  about  1800,  thereafter 
the  most  common  material  used  was  an  alloy  of  lead  and  tin.  But, 
other  materials  were  used  - ivory,  leather,  wood,  silver  and  iron  to 
name  a few.  The  latter  group  however  are  most  uncommon.  The  shapes 
of  the  tokens  varied  even  more  than  the  materials,  as  they  are  to 
be  found  square,  rectangular,  round,  oval,  triangular,  heart-shaped, 
hexagonal  and  octagonal.  Besides  the  simple  early  tokens  with  no 
more  than  the  initial  letter  of  the  name  of  the  parish,  commonly 
found  are  such  inscriptions  as  .."Let  a man  examine  himself" .... "I 
am  the  bread"..,  etc.  A few  will  have  representations  of  the  chalice 
and  paten  and  some  of  the  later  tokens  show  the  parish  church.  But, 
the  most  interesting  tokens  are  those  which  bear  the  minister's 
initials  (watch  for  I being  used  for  J)  as  these  open  up  an  intrigu- 
field  of  research.  A letter  to  the  present  incumbent  of  the  parish, 
bearing  in  mind  that  many  parishes  have  been  amalgamated,  will 
usually  produce  an  interesting  reply  written  in  the  friendliest 
fashion.  Some  of  these  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  century  divines 
were  quite  frankly  out  of  this  world.  I imagine  for  an  educated  man 
in  the  eighteenth  century  an  isolated  country  parish  could  be  as 
lonely  as  a desert  island.  It  has  been  said  that  an  intelligent 
man  in  the  commissioned  ranks  of  the  British  Army  of  the  last  cent- 
ury had  three  outlets. . .drink,  religion  or  marriage.  To  the  credit 
of  the  country  clerics  they  added  botany,  antiquarian  research, 
local  history,  poetry  and  theology  to  that  list  but  some  brought 
disgrace  on  themselves  or  dissension  to  their  flocks  by  adding  to 
their  occupations  blasphemy,  flirtation  and  litigation.  As  I dig 
up  some  more  information  on  these  colourful  and  larger  than  life 
characters  I will  write  a supplement  or  supplements  to  this  little 
article.
